IN A NUTSHELL 

POLO — the galloping game — is as interesting 
and exciting to watch as it is to play. Success — 
or failure — depends on three factors — a horse 
that is fast and will turn, stop and take off quickly; 
hitting the ball with the mallet long and straight, 
using 8 different strokes,- team play — each of the 
three players always in position to receive a pass 
and cover an opponent. The ball needs to be hit long 
and straight toward the goal or saved from crossing 
the goal line .
